He told new sm en later their talk 
covered the two trouble spots and 
“ the whole spectrum ” or foreign 
affairs. He gave no d etail', but didi 
announce a change in his p la n s ’ 
for a full week away from Wa>h- 
ington. Instead he will return here 
for a short stay Tuesday which { 
will include m ore conferences with; 
Rusk, the retiring secretary of the 
treasu ry , R obert B. Anderson, and 
others. 
Kennedy’s first appointm ent to­ 
day was for breakfast with the 
Dem ocratic 
national 
chairm an, 
Sen. H enry M. Jackson of W ash­ 
ington. 
He arranged to receive later re­ 
ports from two of his task forces, 
one on 
India 
and the proposed 
peace corps of young A m e ric a n s , 
to serve abroad, the other on na­ 
tural resources.
